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DIPTERA: PSYCHODIDAE OF SOUTH GEORGIA!

Abstract: One species of Psychodidae—Psychoda parthenogenetica Tonnoir is reported from South Geor- 
gia.

This widely distributed but certainly not cosmopolitan, parthenogenetic species, has been re- 
corded from Europe, Japan, Korea, New Zealand, southern Australia, and from a number of other 
remote islands besides South Georgia, including Kerguelen and Macquarie (Womersley 1937), 
Campbell (Quate 1964) and the Juan Fernandez group (Satchell 1952). 
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
